Upon RALEIGH AND ITS INSTITU- 
TIONS.—We continue our extracts 
from the State exchanges concerning 
visit to Raleigh last week, as 
we, know our citizens would like to 
16ow what is said of them and of 
thelr institutions by those who had 
such a favorable opportunity of see- 
‘ing them: 7 | 

A (From the Wilmington Journal. 

‘The members of the Press Associa- 
tion, who were so fortunate as to be 
in attendance upon the recent meet- 
ing of the Association at Raleigh, 
will not soon forget the hospitalities 


to them during their yen & Indeed it 
was with great difficulty that the 
members found time to attend to the 
business of the Convention, being so 
beset with invitations too captivating 
to be resisted. 3 
During the aftePnoonwf the first 
day of the Convention, the members 
in carriages, which had 
een kindly furnished for this and 
other occasions by the citizens, to 
visit the Insane Asylum, upon the 
invitation of the Superintendent, Dr. 
FE. Grissom. We tound the Doctor 
and his assistants ready to receive us. 
We proceeded to make a thorough 
examination of the Institution. We 
were escorted through the various 
wards, male and female, the invalids’ 
parlors and dining rooms, kitchens, 
garden, green house, and into every 
devartment of the establishment. 
We have heretofore visited similar 
institutions at the North, but no 
where have we found so much svys- 
tem and order, such perfect and gen- 
tle control of patients, such cleanli- 
ness and careful attention to the 
wants and comfort of the unfortunate 
inmates. 

The Asylum is crowded with pa- 
tients, and according to census re- 
ports, nothing like one-half of the 
persons in the State requiring treat- 
ment in this institution are provided 
for. It is a matter of great regret 
that the State is not able to enlarge 
the present Asylum, or build others 
at different parts of the State, so that 
the insane of North Carolina could 
have the medical attention and the 
nursing which their condition re- 
quires and humanity demands. We 
have thought that offers were made 
last winter by parties here, and pos- 
sibly at other points, which ought to 
have been accepted by the General 
Assembly, looking to the building 
and maintenance of other Insane 
Asylums. 

After a thorough examination of 
this institution we are fully prepared 
to endorse the wisdom of our Legis- 
lature in retaining the services of Dr. 
Grissom. and his mostefticient assist- 
ant, Dr. Fuller. The latter has oc- 
cupied his present position almost 
since the Asylum was opened, and if 
he was not quite a youny man, we 
would add that he has almost grown 
gray in the service of the State. 

Dr. Grissom is as fortunate, also, 
in the services of Mrs. Huggiys, the 
Stewardess, whose accomplishments 
especially fit her for the place. 

The members of the Press Associa- 
tion left more than pleased with their 
visit, glad to announce to the people 
of the State that the unfortunate pa- 
tients of this Asylum are in careful 
and skilful hands.”’

THE RALEIGH BAPtrisr SUNDAY 
ScHooL EXCURSION TO HENDER- 
SoN.—The excursion of the schol- 
ars and friendsof the Baptist Sun- 
day School yesterday to Hender- 
gon was a most enjoyable affair, noth- 
ing occurring to mar the pleasures of 
the day. The train reached Hender- 
son at 10 o’clock, the excursionists 
halting in a beautiful grove in the 
southern portion of the town, where 
the crowd enjoyed themselves in va- 
rious ways until a late hour ip the 
evening.

A HEART-RENDING SCENE.—Ac- 
cording to programme, the Johnston 
county murderers, Blalock and Col- 
lins, were to have paid the life pen- 
alty for murder to-day, but through 
the intervention of Gov. Caldwell 
the day of execution has been post- 
poned until June the 19th. Wednes- 
day, the mother, wife and children 
of the white man, Collins, visited 
him in his cell to take the last fare- 
well on earth. Those that had the 
nerve to witness the meeting and 
parting (we did not,) represent the 
scene as undescribable. The wife 
and mother had gone through the 
tender embrace with as much compo- 
sure as possible, but as Collins press- 
ed his youngest child to his bosom, 
the ladies gave ashrill scream and 
fainted. As they were borne out to 
the yard of the prison to be restored 
by fresh air, the cries of the children, 
mingled with the earnest, suppli- 
cating prayer of the condemned man 
that could be heard for several 
squares, presented a scene and spec- 
tacle that beggers description. In 
the midst of this wild excitement, 
the tidings came that Gov. Caldwell 
had respited the prisoners until the 
19th of June, when all became tran- 
quil, and the separation of the fami- 
ly, though not so severe, Was yet 
painful to behold.

MAN’S WortTH.—Under the above 
caption the Charlotte Odserver pays 
a just and meritorious compliment to 
one of the officers of the Lunatic 
Asylum, Mrs, B. Y. Huggins, the 
excellent Stewardess of that institu- 
tion. We reproduce the article en- 
tire, not only that we endorse every 
line of it, but as an atonement for 
our ‘‘ back sliding’? when we were 
called upon to respond to the hand- 
somely delivered toast by Mr. Wil- 
liam Pitt Drake, of the Statesville 
American, on the part of the press of 
North Carolina last week. 

We ‘back slid,’’? however, as an 
act of justice to the good lady, who 
was complimentary toasted. Our 
speechifying powers inadequate were 
to the task; as the man of sin and 
extreme profanity said when his cart 
load of turnips upset in a mud hole, 
we could not do the subject justice, 
and with all the grace that the sur- 
rounding circumstances would admit 
of, excused ourselves from the pleas- 
ant task. 

Says the Observer : 

“Mrs. B. Y. Huggins, the Steward- 
ess of the State Lunatic Asylum, is 
the first and only woman that ever 
held a public office in our State. The 
circumstances attending her election 
have already been chronicled by the 
State press. Her husband occupied 
the position, and died about twelve 
months ago. Before his corpse was 
cold the Directors of the Asylum 
were besieged by the usual hungry 
horde of oftice-seekers that infest our 
State capital for the position. But 
the Directors, in consideration of the 
valuable services of Mr. Huggins, 
wisely elected his widow to the office. 
much to the general discomfiture of 
‘*ye’”’ chronic male office-seeKers. 

On a visit to the Lunatic Asylum, 
while in attendance upon the Press 
Convention last week, it was our 
pleasure to meet the amiable Stewar- 
dess, and to see and hear for ourself 
the character of her administration. 
Words of praise in her behalf are un- 
necessary; the fact that she was 
toasted by the press with a unani- 
mous response, speaks for itself of the 
high estimation in which she is held. 

This action on the part of the press 
is but a just and meritorious tribute 
to woman’s worth, and we hope that 
the noble example of this brave wo- 
man will bethe means of stimulating 
oir women all over the State to simi- 
lar deeds.

The Rev. George B. Wetmore and 
Rev. T. P. Ricaud addressed an im- 
mense* audience at the Methodist 
chureh last night.

H. Hill, of Raleigh, 
tor the gallant part he bore in secur- 
iag the passage of the prohibition 
law in this State; and asatestimonial 
of their esteem for him, and appre- 
ciation of his servies, a D. V. P.’s 
Regalia was awarded to Mr. Hill by 
the State Council. 

Resolutions very complimentary 
to the Friend of Temperance were 
adopted; also resolutions endorsing 
the Friend of Temperance Almanac, 
published by Rey. R. H. Whitaker.

Proceedings of the Convention of the 
Diocese of North Carolina. 


WILMINGTON, N. C., 
Wednesday, May 20, 1874. 

Dear News :—According to pro- 
mise, I send you an informal report 
of the proceedings of the Annual 
Convention of the P. EK. Church of 
North Carolina, convened in this city 
to-day, with matters pertaining 
thereto. 

The Convention assembled in the 
neat chapel near St. John’s Chureh, 
and owned by that Parish. Thirty- 
nine of the clergy, re ng the two 
Bishops, were present, and twenty- 
three Parishes were represented. 
This exceeds the number in atten- 
dance at Fayetteville. where if we 
do not mistake, only 35of the clergy 
took part in the election of the As- 
sistant Bishop. 

The members’ generally looked 
well, and were in cheerful spirits. 
Some new faces we remarked among 
the clergy, but one we missed, whose 
kindly face and venerable form are 
indissolubly associated with the past 
of Raleigh. 

Immediately after the call to order 
by the Bishop, and the usual rollcall 
of clergy and cetegates, a deba‘e 
sprang up on the propriety of hold- 
ing the sessions in the unconsecra- 
ted chapel, or as suggested by the 
Bishop, and moved by Dr. A. L. De- 
Rosset, to hold the same in the 
church proper. It appearing that the 
chapel would hardly contain the 
Convention, and would exelude any 
attendance upon its deliberations by 
citizens and visitors, it was voted to 
adjourn to the church. ; 

At 11 a. m. divine service began 
in St. John’s church, the choir sing- 
ing an appropriate hymn, as the

clergy marched down the centre aisle 
in procession, arrayed in their white 
robes, and opening ranks to admit 
the passage through of Bishop At- 
kinson and Assistant Bishop Lyman 
to the chancel. 

The services, in which many of the 
clergy officiated, were exceedingly 
impressive. Within the bounds of 
the Diocese, we have never heard the 
Te Deum so nobly chanted, as it was 
rendered by the choir of. boys, under 
the charge of that talented musician 
and accomplished gentleman, Mr. 
James Brown.

Bishop Theodore B. Lyman, from 
the words ‘‘And when they were 
alone, He taught His disciples many 
things.’”’

found impression. Citing numerous 
facts and allusions bearing upon the 
instructions delivered to the eleven 
after the crucifixion, and the cer- 
tainty that the traditions, customs 
and usages of the church were of in- 
spired origin, he exhorted his breth- 
ren to hold fast to sound doctrine and 
the true faith. 

He claimed for the church the 
quiet conservative path of truth be- 
tween the arrogant demands of the 
Papacy on one side, and the wild li- 
cense of modern sectionalism on the 
other. Especially did he deprecate 
the opinion that in the Reformation 
an approach to unlimited private in- 
terpretation of Scripture was grant- 
ed, which it was sought to extend 
still further in latitudinarian views 
and practices, but that on the con- 
trary the Reformation was a return 
to the ancient standards of the church 
to which they must ever cling. 

The sermon was admirably adap- 
ted to the occasion as defining to the 
clergy the standpoint of their new 
Bishop, with whom they will here- 
after be so closely associated. 

After the service was over, and the 
Holy Communion had been admin- 
istered, the Bishop called the Con- 
vention to order, and balloting being 
dispensed with, the Rev. N. Forbes, 
of Newbern, was elected President, 
and Mr. W. N. Tillinghast, of Fay- 
etteville, made Secretary, which of- 
fice he has faithfully filled many 
years. 

On motion the following commit- 
mittees were appointed: On Elec- 
tions—Rev. James Baxter, D. D., 
Rev. J. Larmour, and Mr. F. R. 
Rose. On New Parishes—Rev. R. 
W. Barber, Rev. J. A. Ortel, and Col. 
S. L. Fremont.

A Graphic Account of the Scene of 
the Massachusetts Flood. 

From the exceedingly graphic ac- 
count of the New York World—one 
of the best pieces of description we 
have seen forsome time—we extract 
a brief sketch of the appearance of 
the desolated valley of Massachusetts: 

‘‘As a proper curiosity brought 
many of the visitors, if inopportune, 
was pardonable, because of the grand 
and awful sight there was to see—a 
desert of water, or things strange and 
uncouth, wrought into shapes like 
nothing on earth; a pandemonium 
wherein the presiding chance work- 
out the most bizarre effects of 
grouping eye has looked on eutside 
the various landscapes, surnamed of 
the devil, along the Yellowstone. 
Over the green of the meadows is 
laid two feet of sand or of gigantic 
gravel, every stone of which is a 
boulder. The plow of the torrent 
has scooped out strangely widening 
gulches in the earth whese edges are 
already eroded and worn smooth 
under the water which was at once 
plow and harrow. Groves of young 
trees are bent to the ground and left 
flittened with their limbs tangled in 
drift and debris. Stronger trees, if 
they were in full swing of the cur- 
rent, are uprooted or snapped 
off. If they were at one side 
the flood has left with them 
stacks of timber, of tree trunks, of 
iron scraps, of clothes, of rocks, of 
earth. Away up in atree-top often- 
times is a shapeless something that 
was the wooden side of a house or its 
tin roof, and then down again in the 
track of the flood are the broken 
houses, of which you know by their 
dilapidation that the life has been 
shaken out of them and turned into 
death in theabyssof thestream. And 
of all this seven miles, from Wil- 
liamsburg to Northampton itself, and 
to end it at Northampton a railway 
embankment sapped and guttered 
and sucked away, a bridge gone, an 
immense factory roof lifted over an 
embankment into a mud-covered and 
rubbish-laden flat below, with wash- 
ings of the seven miles of ruin all
